GREAT ARMADA OF 175 SHIPS 
WILL SAIL THROUGH CANAL 
AND UP THE WEST COAST. 

For four days, from August 20 to 
24, the people of this region will have 
an opportunity of Inspecting the Pa¬ 
cific fleet, which will arrive at that 
time to take up its station on this 
coast. This announcement was made 
Wednesday by Admiral Hugh Rodman 
and was made public by Rear-Admiral 
J. L. Jayne. The fleet leaves the At¬ 
lantic coast, passes through the Pa¬ 
nama canal, touches at points on the 
Pacific coast and goes from here to 
the Sandwich Islands, as announced 
in the following schedule:

Admiral Roddman has transferred £ 
his flag from the New York to the 
New Mexico, on which vessel he will 
make the voyage. The fleet leaves 1 
Hampton Roads at 11:20 to-morrow 
morning, led by Destroyer Squadron 
No. 4. A speed of twelve knots has 
been set for the vessels. 

Approximately 175 ships with a 
total tonnage of 500,000 will constitute 
the new Pacific .fleet, the Navy De¬ 
partment has announced. It will be 
manned by 34,000 men and 1800 com¬ 
missioned officers.

Fourteen sub¬ 
marines of the S type will be in line 
and the mine unit will include the 
mine layer Aroosock, the mine sweep¬ 
ers Ortolan, Partridge, Redwing, Sea¬ 
gull, Thrush, Whipporwill, Lapwing, 
Tern, Bittern, - Sandiper and Vireo. 
The fleet train will include the cruiser 
Minneapolis, the repair ship Vestal, 
hospital ships Comfort and Mercy, 
supply ships Rappahannock, Glacier 
and Celtic, fuel ships, a target repair 
ship, a radio repair ship and eleven

All were 
agreed that a carload and probably 
much more could be easily disposed 
of here. The matter was ended so far 
as the meeting was concerned by City 
Clerk W. J. Smith being instructed to 
communicate with the San Francisco 
officials in charge of the provisions to 
get further particulars. 

The .council will meet again next 
Monday night, and Tuesday night will 
hold a special session for the opening 
of bids for street work and for the 
High School Park subdivision.

To provide for a more thorough 9 
business training, the commercial de- n 
partment of toe South San Francisco b 
High School has been reorganized t! 
and changed so as to include an in- v 
tensive study of commercial subjects, c 
The object is to so train the pupil c 
that on completion of the course he t 
will be able to make good in the busi- r 
ness world and fill positions of re- l 
sponsibility and trusf. Miss I. B. Wll-11 
kinson, whose ability along these ( 
lines is well known to the people of 1 
South San Francisco, will have charge t 
of the department. Following is an 
outline of the course: t 

First Year. 1 

Bookkeeping, 1 unit; commercial:] 
arithmetic, % unit. Emphasis on < 
rapid calculations, interest arid dis- ( 
count. Typing, % unit. 1 

Second Year. 1 

Intensive course—Stenography, 2 j ! 
units, 4 periods; typing, 1 unit, 2:' 
periods; bookkeeping, 1 unit. In-j 
eludes business forms, commercial1 
law, English with emphasis on letter 
writing, spelling, etc. 

Students must show more than 
average ability to be allowed to take 
toe intensive course. 

Manual training is being intro¬ 
duced into the High School. Two 
thousand dollars worth of machinery 
and equipment has been ordered in¬ 
stalled, which will be added to from 
time to time as the need for it ap¬ 
pears. The class will begin in wood¬ 
work, next year sheetmetal work will 
be added, and finally machine shop, 
automobile repairing %nd ignition, 
thus providing a four-year course. 

The plans call for regular voca- 
t tional courses fitting the student to 
enter the trades directly without ap¬ 
prenticeship. South San Francisco 
being a factory town, this should be a 
1 popular course, and with co-operation 
from the factories it has great possi¬ 
bilities. 

i Other changes are being made in 
• the curriculum and program, which 
- are designed to make toe school more 
r efficient, and his studies more inter¬ 
esting to the pupil. 


In answer to his inquiry for further 
information as to the sale to munici¬ 
palities of army provisions, City Clerk 
W. J. Smith received from the Army 
Quartermaster’s Department in San 
Francisco a circular in which certain 
things regarding such sales were set 
forth. According to this circular no 
bids would be received subject to in¬ 
spection of goods. This is taken to 
mean not that inspection is refused, 
but that no bids qualified by a condi¬ 
tion that the goods prove satisfactory 
would be considered.

Officer,” as the proper official to com¬ 
municate with for further informa¬ 
tion. 

A later communication from Lieu¬ 
tenant Watt stated that he had as yet 
received no orders from the War De¬ 
partment relative to the disposition 
of surplus provisions, and^ suggested 
communicating with the “Surplus 
Property Officer.” The "Surplus Prop¬ 
erty Officer” is yet to be heard from,

TION GROWING OUT OF ALLEGED

F. Grant, manager of the Ship 
Hotel, on Tuesday was assaulted by 
two men who called to collect an ac¬ 
count of long standing against Frank 
Fusco, former owner of the hostelry.

FEEDING THE HOMELESS PEOPLE OF REIMS, FRANCE 


Treasury Savings Certificates Latest 
Form of Thrift Encour- 
agers. 

New forms of War Savings Stamps, 
to be known as “Treasury Savings 
Certificates,” have been issued by the 
Government. The principal features 
of these certificates are as follows: 

They are of $100 and $1000 de¬ 
nominations. 

in physical form they are much like 
Liberty Bonds. 

They are issued in registered form 
only. 

They are not transferable and not 
negotiable. 

They can be obtained lor cash or in 
exchange for completely filled 1919 
War Savings Certificates. 

Postoflices and banks are authorized 
to sell the Treasury Savings Certifi¬ 
cates. 

They will mature and will be re¬ 
deemed by the United States Treasury 
on January 1, 1924. 

Like the $5 Savings Stamps, which 
will still be issued, they bear 4 per 
cent interest compounded quarterly. 

They can be redeemed at any time 
previous to January 1, 1924, at the 
fixed sales price for that month. 

The sales price advances month by 
month at the rate of $2 per thousand. 
For example, a $1000 certificate 
bought in July costs $836 and in 
Augtlst $838. 

They are exempt from all taxation, 
both as to principal and interest, ex¬ 
cept estate or inheritance taxes and 
graduated income taxes above a cer¬ 
tain amount. I 

The new certificates will be ready 
for delivery in California on and after 
July 21.
